TWo Day Short Courses 


Announced For Teachers 


FAYETTEVILLE, June 9.—Dr. A. M. 


Harding, director of .the general ex- 
tension service of the University of 
Arkansas,-announced a two-day short 
course for teachers which will be 
conducted by the stale-wide extension 
service in cooperation with the stale 
departmti t of education, from Sep- 
tember 29 to October 11.
